Communism today Is Just as much a world'

■ as a result of the Stalin death warrant, com- 
munism will continue to grow as separate 
natfonallGtlc movement^ in all countries 
where there are radical minorities dissatisfied 

— wlth~tho-way-thlngB-nre"belngTun"now. As 
a number of national movements, commu- 
nlsni* might oven grow faster than It did 
under Soviet guidance. People of any country 
might be reluctant to Join up with a move- 
ment run by Moscow, but willing enough to 
Join up nlth a purely domestic political party 
which they thought offered them a better 
deal. 

These statements ore not made glaallngly, 
in support of communism. On the contrary, 
they are made to point out that the danger 
of communism — K it is a danger — still exists, 
and they arc supported by facts which should 
be obvious to anyone who can read his newS' 
paper. 

. Communism Is n * definite revolutionary 
force to be reckoned with. The party Is per- 
haps strongest in Chile, where its elected 
deputies sit In the congress. The movement 
is strong in Mexico and has teen strength- 
ened by, Spanish .leftists [\rlveTi to the new 
world after Franco's victory. ' 

Communism is perhaps weakest In the 
United States, where it la legally recognized 
OS a political party. Its leadership has re- 
portedly never stood in much esteem with 
Moscow, and its greatest threat has been Its 
potential nuisance value, unless you happen 
to be talking to Martin Dies. But the Amerl- 
— oa-communlEt5-- leadership haa-dcclared that 
the official abolition of the comlntem and 
the world revolutionary ideal will make no 
difference in communist almMn this country. 
You can take that at face value for whatever 
,'you think It worth, and govern yourself ac- 
cordingly, jyst don't kid yourself that com- 
munism Is how dead and that Soviet Russia 
l3 now tt capitalist state. 



' WHAT BOMBING CAN DO 

Herr Qoebbels is worried about the Ger- 
manic power or endurance. Instructing nail 
newspaper- stooges In the lies they are to 
write, he conceded that the Huns can't take 
it. That is no news to the rest of us. who 
have seen other sadistic bullies cave In ns 
soon as the going got tough. 

It Is, of course, the Increashig weight of 
allied air power that discourages Nazi Joe. A 
controlled press can keep many secrets, but 
can hardly persuade the residents of Essen, 
for instance, that Ooering controls the air. 
Almost non-stop bombing Is cracking the 
German shell. 

Nevertheless we should not read too much 
Into- this, H dof s not mean, unfortunately, 
that the rfichTs about to collapse and capit- 
ulate. No redllstic observer expects victory to 
,corao until Inlantrjt and tanks ore. at the 
least, cmHhelr way overland to Berlin. 

Bombing can win the war. How It can do 
this Is most efislly imderstood by going back 
. to the lost days of Capo Bon. 
There some 250,000 crack German troops', 
as good Bs any fighting men m the world, 
were concentrated In a tiny area. They had 
only. a short Une to defend, across the neck 
ol the cape, and the mountainous Interior 
was ideal for defense. Yet they collapsed in 
a matter of hours.

, Because no rnoafem army, however capable 
courageous end ably led, can fight without 
tanks, planes, gu^s, munitions. And we had 
cut off these quarter of a million men from 
the tools of their trade. 

Bombing can win tho war by doing the 
same thing on d'^n^ater scale and by a dif-

Venous bleeding 
can be controlled 
by pressure with 
Or uiitin ■ compress or 
firm dressing, 

by elevoUng the bleeding part. 

Arterial bleeding tisually requires 
not only pressure nt the site of the 
wound, but compression ot tho ar- 
tery tbmo or on the heart slds 
ol the wound. When ' tha hemor- 
rhage occurs In tha Umbs, a toiunl- 
ijuet Is desirable to stem tha prts 
sure, so that the blood may eoagu- 
uate. and the vessel conlrftct, to 
form a plug that will tavo imUl 
healing laiua place, U no accident 
dislodges It. 

Ttie common [ffcsiure ' points 
where one may atop arterial bleed- 
ing Given In the Red Cross First 
Aid minuali Include: lUght'ln front

armpit tor the hand, forearm, and 
upper arm; and the middio of the 
gtoln for the thigh, leg, or foot. 

The two most convenient places 
(or applying the toumlrpiet a 
around the upper arm, about _ 
hind's breadth below the armpit, 
and amuid the thigh about the 
sime distance from tho groin. It r 
preferable to a pad over the ortcn-, 
and should bo released briefly 
every 1& minutes unUl the bleeding 
slops. Otherwise the part may die 
from lack of blood. 

In all cases of serious bleeding, 
treatment for slioclc Is advisable. 
But In ami ' cases Of ordinary 
wounds and hemorrhage, a IltUe 
blood makes a deal of ittow, and 
the piUent can nearly always be 
token to professional help before 
complete shock treatment Is neces- 

It li Rlwaj-s Important to Insist 
lhat the patient Ua down, despite 
bli protests Uiat tho IrjJury does not 
csll for such drastic acUon, people 
often becotnn faint »t the tight of 
their ou-n as well aa others' blood, 
and may faU (o tho-ground. thus 
precipitating more serious injury 
to a more vulnerable pact ot ths 
anilom}'. 

The victim must assume 
position, head and body on the 
aame level, to avoid complication of 
tha type Just menUoned. if the 
bleeding occurs in the mouth ol- 
noie. the patient i^ould be propped 
up, and direct pressura and pack' 
lag applied.
